in Luſt one towards another, even Mn with 
Men, working that which 1s unſeemly and 
abominable) ſo Go deſtroy'd them with 
Fire and Brimſtone from Heaven ; which

Robbers : For they out-do thoſe who ſtand 
on the High-Way ; for theſe more ſecretly, 
and inſenſibly, rob and undo the People 
they trade with. The common Thief Men 

rovide for; being aware of him, they 
now the better how to ſecure themſelves.

Now, theſe are ſome of thoſe Prozefts 
Sn plays in theſe Parts 3 whereby the Coun- 
try of Commerce 1s ſtrangely ſpoiled as if ; 
| there were hardly an Honeſt Man 1n it: For | 
now adays, no Man knows who to truſt, 
deal, nor trade with. 

But, ſhould I open all the Wayes, Tricks, 
and Inventions of Stn and Satan, by which ' 
the Town of Morality 1s invaded, and like 
utterly ro be ſpoil'd ; ir would fill a great 
Volume : The Truth 1s, 'tis ſadly batter'd 
down; and the Streets are thin of Peo- 
ple, as in a Plague-Time. Old Father Ho- 
neſty, and Mrs. 7uſt-Dealing, are both dead : 
So that, 1f you ask for either of that Name, 
no Body knows how to dire& you. Com- 
modities are prais'd by the Seller, when he 
| knows they are nought ; and diſprats'd by 
Buyer, when he ſees they are good. Un- 
lawful Profit 1s tookz and yer cries the 
pa. "037 Oh Icannot afford it cheaper. And 
another he cries, (nay, and ſwears too, 
may be) He will not abate a Farthing : And |

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& | Ale-houſes 
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dave”, fur- 
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he takes many Pence, 1f'not Shillings, leſs : 
And all the time they perceive not the 
| Traveller, nor Satan neither, ſtanding at 
their Elbow, prompting theme thus ro do 3 
and laughing to ſee what a number of true 
Slaves and Vaſſals he has got in this Coun- 
try: for every one ſeeks to ſubplant his 
Brother. 


I might furcher proceed, and ſhew how 
Sin corrupts and preys upon moſt Tradeſ- 
men and Others, in City and Country 3 and 
what ſubtil wayes he hath found out to 
cover all their Cheats : But that my Book- 
ſeller hath limited my number of Sheers : 
Otherwiſe, I had furniſh'd my ſelf with 
the Knowledge of ſuch things, that might 
be very acceptable to many 3 though, poſ- 
ſible, cfienfive to ſome, who would not 
have their Zelljh Contrivances, m their 
Trades, deteted. Bux, however, I ſhall, at 
preſent, forbear. 

Only, this you muſt know, 1n the Coun- 
try of Commerce there are many Ale houſes, 
&c. yca, and a preat Trade it 1s now a- 
dayes; and as well hked by our crafty 
Traveller, as any Calling in all che Countyy ; 
becauſe 1t greatly tends (as 'tis managed 
by drivers Pcople) to the Support of the; 
Intercſt of his Maſter Afollzon: Ir 1s an 
caſ:e and lazy kind of Life ; and yet, what, 
Trade more gamful, than that of the Tap 2? 


'Yet, let none ſuppoſe, we conclnde "tis 


not a lawful Dmployment : No, no: Tis not 
againſt |

yet, perhaps, rather than loſe his Cuſtomer, | 
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againſt the Uſe of 1t, but the Abuſe, of 
which we ſpeak : 'Tis againſt ſuch, who 
open their Doors to this Traveller, and 
draw in Poor Men to ſpend that little Mo- 
ney idly, they get by their Labor and H0- 
n ſt Endeavour; whilſt their miſerable 
Wives and Children want Bread at Home : 
- Who ſafter Coblers, Tinkers, Pedlars, Por- 
ters, Beggars, and all forts of Trades and 
Profeſſions, to fit Tippling all Day and 
Night, Singing and Dancing, nay, Curſing 
and Fighting too, or 'tis a wonder, (1f they 
| cay_ſtand :) And, in the mean rime, the 
cunning Inpþo/tor 1s got to the Bar ; being 
buſie in Scoring, when there 15 no Calling. 
| But this 1s but in one Room, you mu | 
| know: For, in another, you may ſee a 
Company of Good Fellows at Cards, Dice, 
&e. for the laſt Half Dozen; which 1s pre- 
ſently drawn, and ſer upon the Table; and 
they that are full of Coyn, draw 3 but they | 
who have little,ſtand by and give Aim. They 
Shuffle and Cur on One fide; the Drce 
Rattle on the Other. Long have they not 
play'd, but Oaths fly up and down like 
Hail-ſhot ; and 1f the poor dumb Dzce are 
but a little our of the Square, with a thon- 
land Plagues, pcrhaps, they are caſt out of 
the Window; and may be, ſoon upon 1t, 
che Cards go after; or elſe condemr'd (as 


they deſerve) to the Fire: Whilſt ſome 
of them fall down drunk under the Table. 
Sad 1t 15 to ſee, and hear, how Drunkenneſs, 
In every Land, aboundeth ; few fearing the 


dreadful God, notwithſtanding the amazing 
Judg 
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Grace the 
| beſt Refor- 
mer of all 
Enormities. | 


Fudzments He often ſends upon them: And 
much of this abominable Evzl, to the Re- 
proach of any Criſtian K ingaom, 15 occaſi- 
on'd by the Ale-houſe-Keepers, Vintners and 
Brandv-ſellers, &c. for many of theſe Tra- 
ders live much upon the S:ns of the other 
Inhabitants ; an "tis a po ſhame to the 
Country of Commerce, to have them ſo nu- 
| METOUS. 

But if the good Laws of this Land were 
put in due Execution (by All, as *tis by 
Some, upon this Account ; particularly, 
that of the Firſt ,of King Fames) agaipſt 
theſe Exorbitanciez, it would ſoon make the 
Monſter flie hence, Where it 1s Enacted, 
That whereas the antient, true and principal 
Uſe of Inns, Ale-houſes, and Viftualling- 
houſes, was for the Receipt, Relief and Lodg- 
ing of Wayfaring People, &c. and nt to har- 
bor Idle Fellows, to conſume therr Money : 
That for every Offence committed by any Inn- 
keeper, On (Reyes or Victualler, 
(the Offences are fer down) ſhould farfeir 
Ten Shillings to the Uſe of the Poor, Yet, 
| nevertheleſs, nothing like Grace, to re- 
form the Lives of theſe, and all other S7n- 
ners. 

But this 1s not the Way alone, by which 
this Town Morality 15 undone : Alas! Sn, 
and the Devil, have devis'd another, and 
that as dangerous as the Laſt, though ir 
takes not ſo univerſally ; 4117. He deludes 
ſome of its Inhabitants with a ſtrange No- 


as 1n the City of God; and that Morality 


would, 
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would, of it ſelf, without Faith in Chriſt, 
carry them to Heaven. 

And thus, with plaufible Pretences, he 
ſtrives ro perſwade them to caſt off the 
SatisfaQtion of Feſius, and to truſt in their 
own Rrightenuſneſs ; rendring Faith in Chriſt 
CPucified, little more than a Fancy ; and 
that the main Defign of is Coming into 
the World, was only to be a Pattern of 
Holineſs, Patience and Humility. 

Theſe to be ſeem very honeſt Men, but 
3 Error, Tznorance, Sclt-Conceit, and Blind-

not regarding that Word, Except your Righ- 
teouſneſs exceed the Righteouſneſs of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, ye ſhall in no wiſe, 
enter into the Kingdom of God, For if a 
Man could be ſaved by his own Righte- 
teouſne(s, Chriſt died 1n vain. 

Others he deludes fo far, as to perſwade 
them to exalt a certain Law of this Town, 
(I mean, the Light within) above the Hea- 
vensz; and to make a Chrift of 3t, And 
thus many fimple-hearted People, who 
dwell Here, are ruin'd for ever, - without 
the Infinite Mercy of God. } 

As for Others, that dearly loveEthe Town 
Morality, they come to ſee, by the Grace of 
God, thar it's built, and ſtands near to mount 
Sinai; from whence they hear ſuch dread- 
ful Thunder, that they have remoy'd their 
Dwelling into the City of God; where they, 
ans. keep up all the good Laws 


ſizanity without Morality 15s worth nothing. 
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Now Peccatum having done his worſt in 
this Place, and almoſt quite ruin'd the In- 
hihitants,and left few of the Ancient Houſes 
ſtanding ( and them fo defac'd roo, that 
now 1rmay rather be call'd Immorality, than 
by the Name it was formerly known by )
